HUMANE SENTIMENTS OF THE GOVERNOR 


G 


OVERNOR SPARKS was mtei viewed by a Carson 


Appeal reporter in relation to his viev, s concerning 


the case of Cochle Segmiller the sixteen year old Indian 
boy sentenced to death, in which the Governoi expressed 
himself as follows 
s 


"I feel that in a mattei as sei lous as the death penalty, 


that any defendant should have the benefit of a jury tiial 
and all the courts In addition 
As I understand he was 


told by his attorney to plead guilty, which he did, and the 
court had nothing left to do but to impose the sentence 
He did not have the benefit of a jury trial that fyvelve 
men might have had a chance to know the circumstances 
surrounding the case 
I would feel that way in the casp 


of any man He should have a jury trial and the Supreme 
court should have the opportunity of teviewing the pro- 
ceedings I don't want to see any man hanged in Nevada 
under any other conditions, and I believe that the beat 
way would be for the case to go back to Lincoln county 
and give the defendant the benefit of a juiy trial" 
"~ The Governor is unquestionably correct in his view 
of the case, and the sentiments expiessed are alike cred- 
itable to his head and his heart 
From random rumors 


which have reached us we regard it as questionable 
whether the boy -would have been convicted had" his case 
gone before a jury of twelve citizens of Lincoln county. 
At all events the trial would have brought out evidence, 
which would have served to guide the Executive ..power 
in ita action 
It was, to say the least, unfortunate that no 


trial was had, as the plea of guilty baried all benefits 
which the defendant might deiive fiom the ordinary pro- 
cess of the law. It is questionable whether under the con- 
ditions and circumstances, a trial can now be had and it 
seems to us that the only recourse of the Governor is to 
commute the sentence to imprisonment for life or grant 
a repieive and leport his action to the next legislature as 
provided in Section 13 of Aiticle "V of the State Consti- 
tution, the legislative in such cases being empoweied to 
"eithei pardon, duect the execution of the sentence or 
grant a further repreive " In our opinion it woxild be lit- 
tle less than legal muider to 'hang a man, much moie an 
ignoiant Indian youth, who, at "he tim« of his plea piob- 
ably knew nothing of his legal rights or if explained to 
htm would not understand them 
It is certainly a case 


which demands a full andsthoiough investigation, before 
the .sacrifice of a human life is made, and we are confident 
that our Chief Executive v.111 not permit such a disgrace 
to be inflicted upon oui State if in his powei, as we be- 
lieve it is, to avert it Ihp Indian is entitled to the same 
consideration in this matter of life or death as the pale- 
face and to the same measure of justice under oui laws. 
No -white boy would ever be executed under such circum-^ 
stances and trie dictates of humanity and even handed 
justice demand the same course that would be pursued 
toward the red as to the one of lighter hue 
The Gov- 


ernor evidently realizes the gravity of the situation and 
will act in accordance with his sense of justice uninflu- 
enced by any other motive than a determination to perfoim 
his duty as the Chief Executive of the commonwealth

in the fill The result is a high, dry 
roadbed as firm as the solid rock The 
uniformity of the fill gives it a mighty 
neat appearance

Af- 
terward. Laidlaw sued Mr. .Sage, claim- 
ing that the financier used. him as a
